Ginger, Ray. Six days or forever? Beacon, 
$3.95. April 11. 

A thorough, pro-Darrow study of the trial 
held in 1925 at Dayton, Tennessee at which 
John Scopes was found guilty of violating a 
state law that forbade teaching the theory of 
evolution. Revealing vignettes of William Jen- 
nings Bryan and Clarence Darrow, lawyers for 
the prosecution and the defense, and direct 
quotations from the court proceedings enliven 
the account. The author’s concluding reflec- 
tions on the Scopes drama are somewhat ob- 
scure but his factual report on the trial itself 
as a milestone in the Modernist-Fundamental- 
ist controversy is interesting and to the point. 


Koyama, Itoko. Nagako, Empress of Ja- 
pan. Day, $3.50. March 21. 

A soft-spoken appraisal of the gentle wife of 
Japan’s Emperor—her character and training, 
her family, and her quiet influence on Hiro- 
hito and affairs of state—gives, as well as an 
intimate glance at the palace household, a 
close-up view of the Japanese side of recent 
history. The Emperor’s avowed wish for peace 
and democratic methods is contrasted with 
his advisers’ demand for aggression and the 
maintenance of tradition. The translation, in 
attempting to be informal, occasionally be- 
comes inappropriately slangy. Supplements 
the picture of imperial family life shown by 
Elizabeth Vining in Windows for the Crown 
Prince (BooK.ist 48:273, My 1 52). 


Redding, Jay Saunders. The lonesome 
road; the story of the Negro’s part in 
America. Doubleday, $5.75. March 31. 

Daniel Payne, Frederick Douglass, Dr. Daniel 
Williams, Robert Abbott, William Du Bois, Joe 
Louis, Thoroughgood Marshall, and others 
who have made large contributions to their 
race and country play a prominent part in a 
political, social, and cultural history of the 
American Negro spanning the period from 
the early nineteenth century to the present. 
In a narrative in which biographical portraits 
and historical commentary are smoothly inter- 
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woven the Negro is seen in such roles as 
slave, ostracized freeman, migrant, crusader, 
rebel, and creator as he moves down the lone- 
some road toward complete equality. An in- 
formative, outspoken, and readable survey by 
the author of On being Negro in America 
(Booxutst 48:94, N 15 51). 


Roberts, Kenneth Lewis. The Battle of 
Cowpens: the great morale-builder. Dou- 
bleday, $3.50. April 7. 

In this short review of the engagement of the 
American Revolution in which the American 
General Morgan defeated the English Tarleton 
the author contends that the victory did not 
inspire the southern patriots to fight harder 
but that it did awaken the northern leaders to 
the need for sending troops south against the 
English. The author is frank in criticizing dif- 
fering interpretations of this battle and other 
aspects of the Revolution so that the account, 
though popularly written, will be of greater 
interest to readers wifh some knowledge of 
the Revolution. An abridged version appeared 
in Collier’s.

Black, Ian Stuart. The passionate city 
Viking. $3.95. May 

David Stuart, a young Scot teaching at a 
language school in Rome, is drawn quickly 
into the inner circle of the local aristocracy 
through his idyllic affair with Giannetta Cad- 
dacci, the daughter of an influential statesman, 
but soon learns that his involvement has oth- 
er ramifications: his rooms are searched, he is 
questioned by the police, and Giannetta’s 
friendly but enigmatic family seem at times 
to be using him as a political pawn. Secrets 
and motives are brought to light when, at the 
outbreak of World War II, David leaves the 
city and the woman he loves. A satisfying, 
smoothly written novel in which the charac- 
ters are fully developed and a love affair 
and political intrigue made immediate. 


Fast, Howard Melvin. Moses, prince of 
Egypt. Crown, $3.95. March 21. 

A masterly fictionization of Moses’ early life, 
told with the vividness and plausibility of a 
firsthand account. Moses is introduced as an 
eleven-year-old princeling, presumably the 
offspring of the Pharaoh Ramses and his sister 
Enekhas-Amon and therefore the leading con- 
tender for the throne. As his training pro- 
ceeds, it becomes clear that the princess, the 
priest Amon-Teph, and others close to Moses 
are secret followers of the god Aton and that 
Moses, the foster child Enekhas-Amon be- 
lieves was sent by Aton, is being groomed to 
destroy Ramses, restore monotheistic religion, 
and reform Egypt. Impetuous and torn be- 
tween his royal training and his instincts, 
Moses leads a turbulent life, both inwardly 
and outwardly, until, having committed mur- 
der, he feels that he is no longer a prince but 
free to choose his own path.

The case for Alaska’s statehood is presented 
in the story of two ex-sourdoughs, now the 
leading citizens of Baranof. Millionaire Czar 
Kennedy pulls strings on the mainland to 
perpetuate Alaska’s territorial status, the bet- 
ter to exploit her resources, while his onetime 
partner, the journalist Thor Storm, crusades 
for the democratic rights of the citizens of this 
last frontier. The public warfare between 
these two is epitomized in the private tug of 
war for the affections and ideological alle- 
giance of their granddaughter Christine, a 
contest which the author obviously backs 
Thor to win. In spite of a dated style and 
stock characters the author makes her point 
and provides eye-opening glimpses of present- 
day Alaska.

The Biblical story of Jephthah, one of the 
judges of Israel, and of the vow that made him 
sacrifice his own daughter is retold with dra- 
matic impact. Characterization and back- 
ground are well developed with historical 
detail and the interpretation conveys not only 
Jephthah’s religious conflict but the religious 
development of the time and the meaning of 
Yahweh to the Israelites

A worthy successor to the author’s New day 
(Booxutst 45:281, Ap 15 49) which was also 
a story phrased in the vernacular of a proud, 
primitive people. In the present instance, it 
is the wise, vivid, and poetic tongue of the 
Kikuyus of Kenya in East Africa. Though a 
novella in length the narrative builds to a 
violent climax by means of a style as sinuous, 
beautiful, and powerful as the leopard wh< 
gives the tale its title. In the persons of Bwana 
Gibson, a vicious white planter, Nebu, his 
black houseboy, Gibson’s wanton wife, and her 
half-white son, all the hatreds, fears, passions, 
and frustrations of the races are distilled. For 
the discriminating reader. 


Walz, Jay and Walz, Audrey. The undis- 
covered country. Duell, $4.95. April. 

A fictional reporting of the exploits of frail, 
rheumatic Elisha Kent Kane, who refused to 
be an invalid, became a naval surgeon, and 
participated in two hazardous arctic expedi- 
tions before his early death at the age of 
thirty-seven. The narrative concentrates on 
the last years of Kane’s life, giving a two- 
sided picture that displays both his heroic 
qualities as the leader of the unsuccessful 
Grinnell expedition in search of the lost Sir 
John Franklin and his equivocal relations with 
Margaretta Fox, teen-age medium who was a 
sensation of the mid-1800’s. The arctic scenes 
are well done, but the portraits of Kane and 
Maggie Fox are not consistently handled.
